Everybody uses the term but few understand its 
meaning. To most, it merely means getting paid 
fora job. 

Please note: nobody talks about efficiency, 
thoroughness, eye for detail, let alone results. 

Everybody tells us that what we need is 
“professionalism;” paying an amateur wages for 
doing a job badly.

A Monty Python scriptwriter would find it hard 
to match many of the comic aspects of our various 
soccer administration. 

Except that few of us are laughing anymore. 

Some of the administrative glitches make you 
wonder whether they are caused by mere inef- 
ficiency, crass stupidity, darkly plotted sabotage 
or a melange of the three rolled into one. 

Recent samples: 

1. The Canberra v Olympic Philips Cup match 
had to be replayed after one of the teams (the 
losers) protested against the delayed-action order 
to take penalties, following an abortive extra time. 

Tim Davies, who retereed the match, told us 
that at no stage did he receive written instructions 
about the procedures in case of a draw. 

Why did he then order the penalties to be taken, 
some 5 or 10 minutes after the teams had gone off 
the field? 

“The PSL office rang trying to find out who 
won," he said, “and, when they heard there were 
no penalties, hit the root. So there had to be 
penalties." 

Further odd aspects of this match: Davies was 
told, in writing, that the game would start at 8pm; 
‘one of the local linesman was told, in writing (by 
his own referees association) about a 7.30pm 
start. 

Davies says nobody had protested to him trom 
the two teams BEFORE the penalties were taken; 
only Olympic did, AFTER they lost the spot-kick 
race. « 

Yet the game was ordered to be replayed and 
Davies, an innocent party in this series of goofs, 
made look silly,

2. The draw for the next round of the Philips Cup 
(“this will be our glamor event,” we were told 
some months ago...) was made in the ASF offices 
Jast Friday week (May 22). 

Then — they forgot to tell the Press and public 
about it until the day before the match... 

Technically, the Cup is run not by the PSL but 
by the ASF but the routine matters are looked al- 
ter by the PSL office. 

Were they supposed to make a quick press 
smienes on it or was it the ASF/PSL Marketing's 
jo! 

And yet, if these various administrative offices 
had one good pressman on their staff with a bit of 
knowledge of the game, he could have sent out, on 
the ASF telex, a brief item at once to AAP. 

AAP, in case you don’t know, is well equipped 
to relay such items to all newspaper, radio and TV 
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groups, within minutes. 

This obviously wasn’t done. 

The Cup, our “glamor event" which, we were 
told, would be like the “FA Cup” (that Monty 
Python storyline again) is a shamefully confused 
and confusing shambles, run as an afterthought 
and treated as a nuisance. 

Only the Philips Youth League gets shabbier 
treatment.

3. This Youth League was created, we were told, 
to provide our most talented young players with a 
semi-professional outlet for their skills. 

Everyone was “excited” about this League — 
except perhaps those who created it. 

To this very day it's impossible to find out who's 
responsible for publicising it. 

Actually, no one. 

Very frequently, two days after the matches, 
nobody is sure of the results — including the 
clubs. 

Several weeks ago former Sydney City soccer 
secretary Peter Russell, still a passionate soccer 
fanatic, actually offered to handle the Youth 
League publicity — gratis. 

He would have helped the PSL/ASFletc. to run 
the show, collect the results, pass them on to the 
Press, etc. . 

He’s still waiting for an answer.

4. The plot is thickening and assuming inter- 
national proportions. 

Some weeks ago Sydney City secretary David 
Childs approached World Youth Cup executive of- 
ficer Brian Emery with a generous offer. 

He suggested that the Slickers’ splendid home 
ground, the Athletic Field, could be used by either 
England or Argentina who will play in the Sydney 
group in October. 

Furthermore, he said, the club’s luxurious 


facilities, such as dining room, swimming pool, 
etc.etc. would be also available for the team when- 
ever they wanted to relax. 

Why England or Argentina? Well, the Hakoah 
club (what a terrible thing to put down on paper 
but there is such a club) has many members with 
British links and quite a few with South American 
and Spanish background.
